and from that time on continued to 
widen the distance between themselves 
and the other autoists headed toward 
Atlanta. 

Speed of Car Slackened. 

The start from Savannah was made 
at 4:45 o'clock, and Rocky Ford was 
reached at 7:49. The party reached 
Waynesboro at 9:10; Sandersville at 
(1:15, and Milledgeville, where lunch 
was taken at 12:20. Leaving Milledge- 
ville, the run to Madison was made in 
2 hours, while Covington was reached 
at 3:35. From this point the speed of 
the car had to be slackened, as the 
roads were not so rood as those en- 
countereq up to this point. Too, it be- 
gan to grow dark s00n afterwards, 
and the Nghts on the machine gave 
some ,trouble, making necessary a 
further reduction of the speed. Had it 
not been for this latter trouble, Mr. 
Sibley feels certain that he would have 
made the trip in at least 30 minutes 
less time. 

The roads traversed By the party 
were well-night perfect for the major 
portion of the trip, it is said. After 
leaving Chatham county, several 
stretches of sandy road were encoun- 
tered in the vicinity of Blitchton, in 
Screven county. From Scarbrough to 
Madison, however, Mr. Sibley reports 
that the roads are as near perfect as 
he ever saw country thoroughfares 
anywhere. And from Madison to Con- 
yers the roads are in far better shape 
than they were only a short time ago. 
In Newton county the improvement 
is nothing short of wonderful, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sibley. Stones made 
the roads in Rockdale far less pleas- 
ant to traverse than they would have 
been without them. 

On the whole, however, Mr. Sibley 
says that he bellevs that there isn't 
to be found in the south today a bet- 
ter stretch of road of equal length. 
With a very few exceptions, he states, 
an average speed of 25 miles per hour 
can be maintained without difficulty, 
and in many places mile upon mile 
will be passed over with hardly a rut 
to mar the smoothness of the road- 
bed. 

Looking for Autoists. 


As soon as it had grown light af- 
ter leaving Savannah, Mr. _ Sibley’s 
party began overtaking people making 
their way to the nearest town through 
which The Oonstitution’s reliability 


run was to pass. Whole wagon loads 
of them were seen On every hand, and 
hundreds of questions were fired at 
the rapidly moving car. Hundreds of 
people belived it to be the pace- 
maker for the regular party. 

“I never saw as much enthusiasm 
manifested over any one thing before 
in my life,” said Mr. Sibley. “The peo- 
ple seem to have taken to the good 
roads idea as something altogether 
new heretofore. Apparently they 
have thought little of the matter un- 
til now. But they are far from back- 
ward in getting to work after having 
once become aroused. From all sides 
comes reports of work being done, not 
only along the route selected for the 
runs, but on converging and even set- 
tlement roads.” 

“My only regret about ourtrip,” said 
Mr. Sibley, “is that Mr. Howell, 
through whom all this good work was 
started, was not one of our party, so 
that he might have seen the results of 
the movement he started, even 80 
early after the inauguration of the 
good roads campaign.” 

On the whole, not only Mr. Sibley, 
but everyone interested in his trip, 
are highly elated over his success. His 
passage through the towns where his 
coming was known before he arrived, 
was a continuous ovation. At Mil- 
ledgeville, where the party stopped 
for lunch, the entire population turned 
out to welcome him, while at Eaton- 
ton, the machine ran along the main 
street which was literally alive with 
interested and enthusiastic spectators. 

Mr. Sibley predicts that the trip of 
the reliability run party from Mil- 
ledgeville, where they spent Monday 
night, to Atlanta, will be marked with 
wthusiastic receptions in every town.

Forty-Seven Years After They 
Served as Volunteer 
Soldiers. 


Cincinnatl, November 8.—Forty- 
seven years after they served as vol- 
unteer soldiers to protect Cincinnati 
from a threatened raid by confederate 
troops, the “Squirrel Hunters” of Cin- 
cinnati have received their pay: In the 
mail received by a number of Cincin- 
natians were checks for $!3, a month’s 
pay for a private soldier in the Uniteg 
States army. 

In 1862 General Kirby Smith’s raid- 
ers made a dash through Kentucky, 
and it Was feared that they planned 
an attack on Cincinnati. Governor 
Todd, of Ohio, called for 60,000 volun- 
teers to mobilize at once in Cincin- 
mati, and men and boys with squirrel 
rifes and the olq family fowling 
Pieces trekked to the city in iarge 
numbers, awaiting the approach of 
the expected foe. The confederates got 
within a few miles of Covington, but 
turned aside, giving Cincinnati! a wide 
berth. 

Efforts were made a number of 
times to secure payment, but nothing 
was done until at the recent session 
of congress an appropriation was 
made giving each “squirrel hunter” a 
month’s pay.

Prohibition. Amendment Bill 
Was Not An Administration 
Measure---He Believes, How- 
ever, That Legislature Was 
Right in Taking Such Action. 


Montgomery, Ala, November %8— 
(Special.)\—Denying that he will call 
the legislature together if the consti- 
tutional amendment is defeated, or that 
he is in any sense a candidate for the 
United States: senate or any other of- 
fice, Governor B. B. Comer this after- 
noon gave out an interview, the in- 
tention of which is to refute the inti- 
mation that the fight of the amend- 
ment is a fight for the further prefer- 
ment of Comer or additional advance- 
ment of his friends. “Behind the 
amendment,” he says, “I hide no politi- 
cal aspirations.” 

In the shape of igned interview 
he recites that nan not in favor of 
the passage of the state-wide prohibi- 
tion law, and that it was passed over 
his advice; that the amendment is not 


an administration measure; also con- 
tending that in this fight the Comer 
- gdministration is not on trial. He 
brands as false and untrue the asser- 
tions often made that the money of old 
soldiers has been taken from them and 
used for other purposes.

The resolutions of protest, introduced

Gregor, are as follows: 

“We, the representatives of the 
Farmers’ Union of Georgia, condemn 
unqualifiedly the effort to be made in 
the next congress to destroy $346,000,- 
000 of the United States treasury notes 
and to melt into builion $600,000,000 of 
silver. ; 

“Such action will take from unre- 
stricted circulation about $1,000,000,000 
which are a precious boon to our peo- 
ple. 
“Banking currency substituted for 
this money of the people will give ad- 
ditional, and even reasonable power, to 
expand and to contract the money yol- 
ume at will, and thus hasten and com- 
plete the financial reclaimant of the 
producers of wealth called the masses. 

“We, therefore, call aloud to the 
president and congress, and especially 
the senators and representatives of 
Georgia. 

“First, to let the treasury notes live 
to do good and not to be destroyed and 
dc harm to the republic. 

“Second, to increase the coinage of 
both gold and silver and the issuance 
of gold and silver certificates to sup- 
ply the demand for money in this re- 
public whose production of wealth and 
expansion of commerce is increasingly 
marvelous.”

soared to unaccustomed heights be-| 
cause of the strain imposed by the de-| 
mand on a depleted market. \, 
“Take the item of rubber. 4 We can’ 
still recall the time when crude Up- | 
river Para gum could be bought in} 
the open market at thirty-five cents a 
pound. Only about a year ago the 
price was well below the dollar mark. 
Today crude rubber sells at two dol- 
lars and ten cents with no prospect 
of a decline, and with an almost appall- 
ing scarcity of the matertal. Yet 
wheels, must be shod with rubber tires 
and the automobile manufacturer is 
compelled to purchase his tire equip- 
ment at a much higher cost than was 
ever exacted of him before; the hey- 
days of the rubber pool arrangement 
pales into significance when the pres- 
ent-day price of rubber is considered.

“Owing to the demands of the auto- 
mobilé builder the visible supply of 
trimming materials and stuffing hair is 
practically exhausted. Before the ad- 
vent of the automobile industry the 
meat production of the country produc- 
ed enough hair to satisfy all needs. But 
animals are killed not for their hair 
and hides, but for their meat, with hair 
and hides as @ mere by-product, which 
now commands a larger profit for its 
sellers than ever. 

“Not a bit less in importance than 
the condition of the raw material mar- 
ket is the present situation of the labor 
problem.

‘Nor are these conditions confined to 
the automobile manufacturer proper; 
they are also found in all establish-

The bank regained 
this week but $1,946,200 of the $!0.,- 
554,000 in gold lost last week, and 
the credit and note contraction also 
was in small proportion to the huge 
expansion of last week. The Bank of 
England secured the $2,500,000 of South 
African gold available in the London 
market, but the London control of New 
York's gold was regsserted in the re- 
sumption of the outgo of gold to South 
America, engagements to the amount 
of over a milHon being announced for 
that destination on Wednesday. The 
Bank of England alsa. borrowed from 
the London open market. This, and 
the contemplation of the complexion of 
the Saturday bank statement publish- 
ed here, was a corrective of any dar- 
ger Of overconfidence over the clear- 
ing of the financial outlook. The move- 
ment of the sterling exchange rate at 
Paris, which advanced a full centime 
to above the par of exchange, raised 
discussion of a possible movement of 
gold from Paris to London, which 
would be accepted as an important re- 
lief force of the situation in London.
